This conspir acy or combine, it is 
said, is not satisfied with the Ding 
ley bill, which gives a tar iff of 118 
per cent, nor the pr esent tar iff of 
103 per cent, but demands even a 
higher r ate of duty than the old 
McKinley tar iff of 130 per cent. 
This is only one of ihe sample 
tr usts that ar e boldly demanding 
pr otection at the hands of a g o v ­ 
er nment whose laws they disr egar d 
and tr eat with utter contempt. 
The Glass Budget, a Pittsbur g 
paper , as long ago as last Apr il, in 
speaking of this tr ust says:

The pr ice of domestic (window) glass 
must be kept at such a figur e that the wor st 
equipped and poor est managed misfit factor y 
can keep its neck above water , and unfair 
pr ices must be squeezed out of the home­ 
builder s who consume annually between 3,- 
000,000 and 4,000,000 boxes of domestic 
glass in or der to be able to fr itter a por tion 
of it away in a differ ential in the shape of a 
bonus to jobber s in a vain attempt to keep 
out 6,000,000 to 8,coo,000 boxes, the impor ­ 
tation of which has been invited, induced 
and 
made possible by 
the shor t-sighted 
makeshifts of the Amer ican manufactur er s 
themselves. 
“ 
The domestic 
manufactur er s by their 
ver y combination ar e for ced to hold glass at 
such a point as will allow the wor st situated, 
most cr udely equipped and poor est managed 
factor ies to keep afloat, and they constantly 
build dikes so that not a single far thing 
fr om all the tank impr ovements, mass pr o­ 
duction, mechanical handling of r aw mate­ 
r ials and economies r esulting fr om the appli­ 
cation of labor -saving machiner y, 
which 
have so mar kedly distinguished the past de­ 
cade, shall ever dr ibble cut to the consumer . 
“ 
And with these incontr over tible facts be­ 
for e us and the countr y we shall be compell­ 
ed to hear fr om now until next November 
hoar se-thr oated 
shouts for 
M cKinley and 
pr otection to home industr y on the par t of 
manufactur er s 
and 
wor kmen; 
pr otection 
against mor e pr ogr essive 
and 
super ior ly 
equipped Belgian manufactur er s; pr otection 
to give suck to the babes who have the best 
and the cheapest fuel and the wor st equipped 
factor ies on ear th; pr otection to 2,000 glass 
blower s, lar gely of for eign bir th, who ar e 
ear ning fr om four to ten times as much as 
the aver age Amer ican mechanic and cr afts­ 
man, so as to keep the 64,000,000 people 
constant contr ibutor s and tr ibute payer s to 
the most shor t-sighted ‘combines’ that ever 
gr ew fat at the expense of the unpr otected 
common people who foot the bills ” 
Instead of giving these tr ade con 
spir acles “ 
pr otection,” they should 
be given the hot end of the law; in­ 
stead of listening to their pleas and 
ar guments, their officer s and man­ 
ager s should be pr osecuted, and the

STRONGS ANTI-TRUST LAW. 
The Geor gia legislatur e has r e 
cently enacted a str ingent anti tr ust 
law, which may well be studied by 
our Missour i soloes. 
In speaking 
of the pr ovisions of the new Geor gia 
law, the Globe Democr at says: 


“ 
It pr ohibits and declar es void all con­ 
tr acts, agr eements or ar r angements 
made 
with a view to pr eventing or 
obstr ucting 
fr ee competition in the impor tation or sale 
of for eign 
ar ticles, 
or the sale 
of 
ar ­ 
ticles of domestic gr ow'th or domestic r aw 
mater ial. 
Fur ther mor e, it declar es unlawful 
and void all tr usts or combinations between 
per sons or cor por ations which ar e designed 
or have a tendency to advance, r educe or 
contr ol the pr ices of such pr oducts to pr o­ 
ducer s or consumer s. 
It pr ovides for the 
for feitur e of the char ter and fr anchise of 
any domestic cor por ation violating any of 
its pr ovisions, and pr ohibits offending for ­ 
eign cor por ations fr om doing business in the 
state. 
The attor ney gener al is r equir ed to 
institute legal pr oceedings against any cor ­ 
por ation that violates the law in any way, 
and to enfor ce the pr escr ibed penalties; and 
any per son or cor por ation damaged 
by a 
tr ust is author ized to sue for the r ecover y of 
such damage, and for other pur poses. Ther e 
ar e sever al additional pr ovisions intended to 
facilitate pr osecution and to pr event the dc- 


er al assembly will give the subject 
the consider ation 
its 
impor tance 
demands, and that, in fr aming any 
measur e that may be enacted, car e 
will be taken to include insur ance 
companies along with other cor por a­ 
tions that ar e pr ohibited fr om com ­ 
bining to fix r ates. 
The pr oper ty holder s in the Mis­ 
sour i towns, Sedalia along with the 
r est, have suffer ed fr om a lack of 
competition in insur ance r ates. 
We pay lar ge sums of money to 
suppor t a fir e depar tment and to 
pr ovide a water supply, and the 
taxpayer s, having paid for pr otect­ 
ing their pr oper ty, ar e entitled to 
the lowest r ates obtainable under 
fr ee competition for their businefs.

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In Virginia it is decided that a 
railroad or sleeping car company is 
not liable for the death of a passen­ 
ger at the hands of an intruder upon 
the cars for the purpose of robbery, 
in absence of evidence to show that 
they or their employes knew of the 
danger impending, or ^^n^ircum- 
stances to arouse their su m ^fOn.' 
In New York there iW^evidence 
plaintiff started to leave defendant's 
train, on which she was a passen­ 
ger, at her destination, while the 
train 
was 
opposite the pnssenger 
depot platform, as soon as the train 
stopped; that she proceeded at once 
to the platform of the car from her 
seat, near the door; that the train 
started within a few seconds after 
its arrival; 
that plaintiff did not 
know the train had started till she 
reached the platform of the car, and 
had descended to the second of the 
three steps thereof; that she then 
sought to return; that she was in 
cumbered with a bundle, and, in at­ 
tempting to turn around, became 
dizzy, and fell backward from the 
car.

It is at mo , only liable foi the a c­ 
tual damages sustained. 
In New York there was evidence 
that plaintiff, at the invitation of an 
employe of the defendant carrier, 
got upon its cars, which were so 
crowded as to necessitate his riduM^ 
upon the platform; that, due t , .116 
crowd upon the platform, the car­ 
rier was unable to close the gates 
on the car as required by statute; 
that the conduct of an employe of 
the carrier, in striking at a passen­ 
ger, caused the crowd on the plat­ 
form to jostle; and that plaintiff, in 
attempting to retaiii his position,in­ 
voluntarily seized the railing behind 
him, whereby his arm was caught 
between the railings of the car on 
which he was riding and the one 
behind him and broken.

of appeals rules that the evidence 
was not sufficient, as a matter of 
law, to show negligence on the part 
of the carrier.

A SURGICAL OPERATION. 


Editor White Tells What He Knows 
About Ai>peiidicitis. 


Last Sunday afternoon Drs. H ol­ 
comb and Savage removed the ap­ 
pendix veriformis, on account of 
the disease of appendicitis, 
from 
Lewis Hughes, of Turkey Creek, 
whose sickness has been heretofore 
noted, says the Warsaw Enterprise. 
The 
operation was successfully 
performed, the patient standing well 
the afcer effects. The diseased part 
was found to be as expected, and 
the operation was needful to secure 
a recovery of health. 
At last a c­ 
counts Lewis was getting along well. 
It may require three weeks to prop­ 
erly restore him to health. 
The part is an attachment to the 
greater intestine, and is found only 
in man, apes, chimpanzee and such 
animals. Its averagé length is about 
four inches and is about the cir­ 
cumference of a lead pencil. It has 
an opening at one end only, which 
extends its length, but it is general­ 
ly closed. 
There is no known use 
or function foi the appendix vermi­ 
formis. 
A Bellevue hospital report says 
that less than eight per cent of the 
disease appendicitis is caused by 
foreign substances getting into it, 
which is contrary to common be­ 
lief, that over 90 per cent of ap­ 
pendicitis is caused 
by 
stomach 
and 
diseases of digestion. 
Also, 
that 80 per cent of the disease is 
among men, and 90 per cent in per­ 
sons from ten to twenty years of 
age. 
These facts from high author­ 
ity should certainly tend to relieve 
apprehension, at least among healthy 
people and women, of having the 
disease, as the chances 
are very 
small, indeed.

W AS TRACED BY PAPERS. 


Threw Himself in the Lake—His Body 
Recovered— Was Responsib le 
for the Fatlnre.

Early this morning Mrs. Ham­ 
mond noticed that tlie door con 
necting

apartments was 
open, 
looked into the room and 
found that her husb and 
was not 
there. 
Mrs. Hammond at once sent for 
Birney J. Moore, an old friend,who 
sent 
for 
Chief 
Birnev, 
of 
Evanston 
police,

looked over the Hammond house 
and 
satisfied themseP/es 
that the 
worst was to b e expected,and dro*::; 
down Dempster street in the direc­ 
tion of the lake.

TALK ON FARMING. 


A Very Successful Institute Held 
at Lamoute. 


ATTENDANCE WAS LARGE.

A P O IN T E R 


A farmers’ institute was held at 
Lamonte on last Wednesday and 
Thursday, under the management 
of the state board of agriculture, 
being the thirty-eighth of the series 
of last year. 


Notwithstanding 
the 
inclement 
weather the meetings were well at­ 
tended by the farmers of the vicin­ 
ity of Lamonte and other parts of 
Pettis county, some being present 
from Longwood and Beaman, and 
several from near Sedalia. 
At the beginning of the session 
L. C. Littlefield was elected cliair- 
man, J. S. Fleming vice chairman, 
and W. D. Wade secretary, after 
which J. H. Walters, 
of Marion 
county, gave a very interesting lec­ 
ture on stock feeding, showing the 
advantages and economy of select­ 
ing 
the 
proper 
ration 
and 
the 
proper kind of feed in preparing 
stock, 
and 
especially 
cattle, for 
market. 
In 
the 
afternoon Hon. A. 
F. 
Murray, of Holt county, discussed 
fruit growing in its different branch­ 
es, to show how the growing of fruit 
could be made profitable, and to 
what extent. 
Mr. Murray has spent his entire 
life in the growing of fruit, the last 
27 years in Holt county, Mo., and 
has made a great success of the 
business. 
His talk was well receiv­ 
ed, and of great value to the fruit 
growers present, and they expressed 
themselves as greatly benefited. 
T. B. Terry, of Hudson, O., the 
most 
noted 
clover 
raiser in the 
country, gave a talk on the fcrtiliz 
ing value of clover. 
Mr. Terry has 
been raising clover for a quarter of 
a century and has demonstrated the 
theory that by the proper rotation 
of 
other 
crops 
with 
clover 
the 
poorest soil can be enriched until it 
will produce as much grain as can 
be made to stand upon the ground. 
At the evening session Mr. Terry 
delivered his popular lecture, “ 
The 
Wife’s Share,” to a crowded house. 
On Thursday forenoon Prof. J. 
Stedman, professor of entomology 
at the State university, gave a talk 
about the insects that prey upon 
our field?, 
orchards and gardens, 
and how to get rid of them. 
Prof. 
Stedman is master of his subject 


and the people were greatly bene­ 
fited by his advice. 
In the afternoon T. O. Stanley, 
county surveyor of Pettis county, 
gave a short talk on road improve­ 
ment, which proved of great in­ 
terest to those present. 
Dr. T. E. White,state veterinarian, 
gave a talk on the state veterinarian 
service 
and 
on 
the 
diseases 
of 
cattle, confining himself mostly to 
Texas fever. The doctor claims,and 
the experiments carried on at the 
experiment station bear him out in 
it, that Texas fever is caused by the 
ticks that are on the native Texas 
cattle. 
Dr. W. thinks they are now able 
to immunize our native cattle against 
this disease, and if they are it will 
be worth a great deal to the cattle 
raisers of the southern states. 
At 
the 
evening 
session, 
after 
some well rendered songs by Dr. J. 
L. Lantz, “ 
Uncle” John Patterson, 
of Kirksville, president of the State 
Dairy association, and one of the 
best 
butter makers of the 
west, 
talked as only “ 
Uncle” John can 
talk on farm dairying, telling how 
he had made such a success of the 
dairy business. 
But, as is usual with the good 
people of Lamonte, they saved the 
best of the wine for the last of the 
feast, which was served in the ren­ 
dering of a “ 
Scarf Drill” by nine of 
the handsome young ladies of that 
vicinity. 
The performance would 
have 
done credit to professional 
stage people. 
After tendering a vote of thanks 
to the state board for holding the 
institute there, and inviting them 
back next year, the institute closed. 
It is only fair to state that at this 
session standing room in the opera 
house was at a premium.
